Torranece elementary schoool
tax increase of fifty cents,
which is to be determined at
the polls nmext Tuesday, July
22, is differént from the vist
majority of special school tax
issues which are being pre:
sented to the voters this year
in that it extends for only one
year/ rather than for three,
five or ten years. The basis
for the decision to limit it to
one year is that until a school
system has had at least a year
of experience upon which’ to
base its needs, it is somewhat
difficult to Getermine with any
degree of accuracy the future
needs; and the Torrance school
system is unique in that it
came into existence as of July
1 with approximately 2,000 stu-
dents.

The rate of growth, as well
as the actual enroliment for
the first year are subject to
considerable variation from es-
timates — according to Dr
Howard A. Wood, presklent of
the Board of Education.
